it the OTerlliro* of one of itB crettioai, Ihc 
New York sud Uustoa E»pres» Comptoj. 
Whcu tbe new board of direcloti look 
control and commenced ta ei»min»lion ol 
the state of *fl»iri, thii compeajr wu dii 
covered insolvent. Erie mon«j ttirlW th'f 
express snd it Is e»'.d th»t the Erl« tr«*urj 
kept italife, though it has tlwtjri been 
supposed hy outsider! th»t in businwa w«* 
sufficient to enable it to et»od on in own 
ioundiliou. Its route extended from Boston 
to New York, and thence to several places 
in New Jersey on the line of the Erie rail- 
road. 
The Narraganselt ateamen were, 


however, the chief carriers. The directors- 
of Erie hold a chattel mortgage on the 
horse?, wagons and other equipments be- 
longing to the Express Company. 


A meeiing of the creditors was held Sat- 


urday afternoon, iq New Tort, when the 
treasurer, Mr. Beacon, laid before the cred- 
itors a detailed statement of the condilion 
of the company's liabilities and assets. 
He 


staled lhat the inventoried value of the 
propertj .owned by the New York and 
liostou Express Company amounted to 
$190,000. They owe the Erie Railway 
Company about $170,000, and other credi- 
tors about $30,000 more. 


It is impossible to tell at present how 


much ihe company will be able to pay on 
a dollar, but it is generally believed tna1 


the institution is hopelessly insolvent. 
The 


orders now arc that the business shall bt 
closed up as soon as possible and a state- 
ment of the condition of the company made 
at an early day. 


'JToa ana Coffee. 


A Wishiugton despatch says the vote ol" 


the Senate on Friday remoytng the duty on 
tea and coffee is understood to indicate thai 
it will at an early day tsko up the House 
free tea and coffee bill, pass it wiiU Sher- 
man's amendment lhat it shall not take 
effect till July 1, and return it to the Eouse. 
The ways and means cotnmiltee will not 
put tea and coffee on the free list in_theii 
tariff bill, which they will report this week, 
but the action of Congress establishes the 
fact that no duly will be collected on these 
articles and tbut the revenue must come 
from other sources. 
This will probably 


compel an extensive revision of Ibu bill. 
The ways and means committee will praveE' 
any reduction of duty on iron and Rteel, 
and there is even ttik ol re-enacting the 
income tax. 


New Rullroad SiRuul*.

A Family 1'oisbncd wUUTcu. 


A dispatch from Frederick City, Md., dated
